Last night, at this Theatre, Miss Smithson sustained the arduous 
character of Belvidera, for her own Benefit, and even surpassed the 
expectations we had formed from her previous efforts. Nothing could 
be more natural, or more affecting, than her whole conception of the 
part; passion was combined with lofty imagination, and she seemed 
to give herself up entirely to the sufferings of Belvidera. Her last 
scene was a master-piece-—every nerve was strained, her frame con- 
vulsed, her breath suspended ;—there was that terrible re-action of 
mental power on the scene, which forms the perfection of Tragedy, 
whether in acting or writing. The most cheering plaudits attended 
her through the whole of her performance. Mr. C. Kemble made an 
excellent Pierre :—in the scene before the Doge and Senators, he.de- 
livered his reproaches with the most bitter irony, and in the most ener- 
getic manner :—he was vehemently applauded. Mr. Cathcart, who 
made his début in the part of Jaffer, seemed to be well acquainted 
with stage business, and will, doubtless, prove a valuable acquisition 
to the Theatre ; but we must see him in some other part before we 
can speak with decision on his talent: he appeared, we thought, to 
strain too much at making points, where the sense of his author did 
not bear him out. He.met with a favorable reception. In the course 
of the evéning, Maden#iicelle Blasis sang an aria, by Pacini, ‘ L’ultimo 
giorno de Pompeia,” Wich great effect ; and a young lady, a Miss Balls, 
(pupil of Mr. R. Evans)*sang ‘ Lo! here the gentle Lark,’ with mach 
sweetness.
